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Brexit: Are we really 
worried about new tariffs?

As Brexit moves one step closer, 
SME’s slowly begin to wonder, 
“how might this affect us”? 

For your average local family business, the 
main areas of concern will probably be: 

• How further exchange rate 
movements might further increase 
their supply chain costs, 

• How new tariffs might also increase 
supply chain costs and/or make their 
goods and services more expensive 
in overseas export markets and 
hence supress demand, 

• How higher UK interest rates would 
increase costs of borrowings, 

• Less generous (currently EU funded) 
tax reliefs, such as R&D Relief, 

• The economic shock caused by 
change and uncertainty, and how 
this might dampen demand for 
their goods and services. 

Dealing with the second of these 
points, which gets a lot of air time 
in relation to negotiating a new trade 
deal with the EU, we perhaps have 
less to worry about than we feared. 
According to the WTO survey in 2015, 
the average import tariff (excluding 
agriculture) from a non EU country 
selling into the EU was only 2.3%. 
We have already seen and dealt with 
much bigger cost rises over recent 
years through oil price variations 
and the effect of the EU referendum 
decision upon exchange rates. 

Global trade liberalisation over recent 
years has, helpfully, already eroded 
away this potential barrier to trade.

CAMBRIDGE University is build¬ 
ing a new library storage facility 
in Ely after it ran out of space to 
house more than eight million 
books and manuscripts. 

Work on a £17.1 million off¬ 
site storage facility to house the 
growing collection began ear¬ 
lier this month with a traditional 
ground-breaking ceremony at 
the site at Lancaster Way Busi¬ 
ness Park. 

The Legal Deposit library 
holds one million maps and has 
the right to request a copy of 
every UK publication since 1710, 
meaning space can be at some¬ 
thing of a premium. 

Despite Cambridge University 
Library having room for more 
than 2.5 million books on its 
open shelves - more than any 
other open-access collection in 
Europe - its 31.8 miles of open 
shelving are increasingly close to 
capacity. 

University librarian Professor 
Chris Young said: “The new store 
will help resolve the problem of 
chronic overcrowding of librar¬ 
ies across the university and en¬ 
sure that the most appropriate 
printed material is kept in the 
most appropriate and useful lo¬ 
cation for all our readers. 

“The off-site storage will also 
help the University Library sup¬ 
port teaching, learning and re¬ 


search by allowing us to plan new 
spaces and rethink our existing 
facilities and services. Only very 
low-use material will be consid¬ 
ered for ingest for which there is 
little expected future demand. 

“The new store will ensure 
that we fulfil our responsibili¬ 


ties as a national repository of 
research material by enabling us 
to house the publications in suit¬ 
able conditions and make them 
available to future generations 
of researchers and library users.” 

Cambridge University last 
moved its collection in the 1930s; 


it hopes that the new store will 
have enough capacity to provide 
sufficient space until 2030. 

The first books are scheduled 
to begin arriving from early 
2018. The new store will pro¬ 
vide 65 miles of storage space 
on around 30,000 shelves. The 
highest shelf will be 1 lm and the 
university says the store will hold 
the equivalent of 18 Olympic 
swimming pools worth of books. 

The move won’t be fully com¬ 
plete until 2025 but library re¬ 
quests for material can be de¬ 
livered to the University Library 
within one to two working days. 

Prof Young said: “More than 
30 sites within a 50-mile radius 
of Cambridge were evaluated 
on size, ground conditions, land 
cost, and transport links before 
the Ely site was confirmed as the 
preferred location. 

“Our new facility will future- 
proof the university libraries’ 
storage needs for a decade and 
more, especially given the pro¬ 
jected effect of a gradual transi¬ 
tion from print to digital-only 
publishing over the same period. 

“The main University Library 
alone has more than 260,000 
annual visits and more than 
300,000 items borrowed per year. 

“We want people to have the 
best possible experience every 
time they visit - and the new 
storage facility will allow us to 
run both the main University Li¬ 
brary and our affiliated libraries 
much more efficiently.”

She said: “I was 32 weeks 
pregnant and because of 
the stress I started contrac¬ 
tions and I was scared that 
the labour was starting, the 
money is nothing compared 
to the stress I am going 
through now. 

“I would like other people 
to be aware to lock the doors 
and garage doors and to be 
safe because if people can 
go into the house while you 
are sleeping, you never know 
what harm they can do. 

“Our windows were closed 
but maybe the handle wasn’t 
locked properly.” 

Lena is now too scared to 
walk alone to her home at 
night, which she says suf¬ 
fers from poor lighting on 
the private footpath. 

She always has to walk ac¬ 
companied after being left 
feeling anxious following 
her ordeal, especially in the 
dark. 

“We live at the end of the 
street where there is basi¬ 


cally no lights at all, it’s quite 
dark. 

“Now all the lights are 
left on because people are 
scared. It’s two weeks after 
and I am still waking up in 
the night checking every 
noise.” 

A spokesman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police said: “We 
were called at 7.09am on 
March 20 to reports of a bur¬ 
glary in Henley Way, Ely. 

“Unknown offenders 
gained entry to a proper¬ 
ty and removed electrical 
items, cash and jewellery. 

“Officers attended the 
scene and an investigation 
is under way. No arrests have 
yet been made.”

Battle for better 
internet and 
mobile reception 

In her weekly column for Ely News , MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire Lucy Frazer talks about getting her constituency 
connected 



M obile and broadband 
technology is 
changing the way 
we communicate. It is 
altering the way we shop, 
chat and do business. Access 
to the internet and mobile 
communications is not only 
desirable but necessary. 

Shortly after I was elected I 
began campaigning for better 
broadband starting with a 
meeting with Connecting 
Cambridgeshire (the entity 
established to deliver 
broadband locally), BT and 
any residents who felt that 
they did not have access to 
superfast broadband. 

Twenty four of my 50 
villages were represented at 
that meeting. This meant that 
just under half my villages did 
not have adequate coverage 
which emphasised to me the 
importance of this issue. 

I spent some time in the 
following months meeting 
with BT and Connecting 
Cambridgeshire pressing to 


ensure faster connectivity. 

Bit by bit the overall position 
is improving and last month 
saw the latest wave of villages 
connected - West Wickham, 
Carlton, Little Wilbraham 
and Reach - all now finally 
connected to superfast 
broadband. 

This is great news, but 
it has only happened with 
a great deal of effort from 
a number of players, most 
importantly the many local 
broadband champions in 
each village. 

And there is still more 
work to do. So later this 
month I am hosting a 
meeting with the Minister 
for Digital and Culture, 

Matt Hancock MF) and 
Connecting Cambridgeshire 
to see how we can connect 
the final 6 per cent of our 
local residents. 

Broadband is not the 
only technology we need. 
Mobile is also essential. I 
have recently met with 02 


and EE to discuss mobile 
delivery in the constituency 
and later this month I will 
be meeting with Vodafone. I 
am impressing on them the 
importance of much better 
reception in our area. It is 
surprising that there is still no 
mobile signal in some parts of 
the centre including Fore Hill 
in Ely. This is another matter 
which I will be raising with 
the Minister at our meeting 
later this month in an effort 
to try and ensure that funding 
for 5G connection comes our 
way! 

RS. It was great to host the 
Ely District Scouts this week 
at Westminster - we chatted 
about Brexit, school funding 
and reducing the voting age.

Judges release 
drink-drive dad 


A FATHER-of-three who 
was jailed after running 
away from police when he 
was caught drink-driving 
walked free from prison af¬ 
ter judges took pity on him. 

As previously reported 
in the News, Aaron Vasey, 
26, sprinted off after being 
stopped in Tower Green, 
Ely, and found to be about 
twice above the legal alco¬ 
hol limit after a night out in 
January 

Vasey, of Welland Place, 
Ely, claimed he panicked as 
he knew he would lose his 
licence and his job as a de¬ 
livery driver. 

He was later arrested and 
jailed for four months earli¬ 
er this month at Cambridge 
Crown Court for escape 
and driving without insur¬ 
ance. 

Sentencing Vasey Judge 
David Farrell QC did not 
accept his plea of ‘momen¬ 
tary madness. 

He said: “You are not go¬ 
ing to escape justice by 
running off. Drinking and 
driving puts all sorts of 
people at risk, which you

knew, but you ran off which 
is totally unacceptable and 
in my judgement it’s an act 
which requires immediate 
custody.” 

Vasey was released when 
three senior judges at the 
Court of Appeal said an im¬ 
mediate jail term was too 
harsh on the family man. 

His incarceration was re¬ 
portedly having a devastat¬ 
ing impact on his partner 
and two children whom he 
supports, and a third child 
he has custody of every 
other weekend. 

Judge Jeffrey Pegden QC 
said: “We are of the view 
that the actions of Aaron 
Vasey amounted to pro¬ 
longed utter stupidity: driv¬ 
ing while uninsured, when 
he had been drinking, and 
then running off.” 

Because he had not been 
taken into custody and a 
breath test not able to be 
taken at a police station, he 


was not charged with drink 
driving, said the judge. 

It meant a prison term 
had to be passed, but in his 
difficult circumstances as 
the only breadwinner in his 
family, it should have been 
suspended. 

“He is a hardworking, de¬ 
voted family man, of posi¬ 
tive good character,” con¬ 
tinued the judge, sitting 
with Lord Justice Lindblom 
and Mrs Justice Cheema- 
Grubb. 

“This offence was indeed 
out of character and he was 
candid and showed genu¬ 
ine remorse. 

“His prolonged stupidity 
has meant he has lost his 
job and is disqualified from 
driving for 18 months, but 
it has brought particular 
hardship to his family. 

“In the particular cir¬ 
cumstances of this case, we 
have concluded we are just 
able to suspend the sen¬ 
tence of four months.” 

Vasey’s sentence was 
suspended for 18 months, 
making him eligible for re¬ 
lease.

A NEW service to support unpaid 
family carers was launched in Ely last 
week. 

The Carers Trust Cambridgeshire 
hub, which meets on the last Friday 
of the month, aims to support all car¬ 
ers and their families in the area by 
providing them with respite, as well 
as help and advice on their rights and 
benefits. 

Carers and patients were joined 
at the hub’s Larkfield Centre by the 
Mayor of Ely, Cllr Ian Lindsay, and 
healthcare professionals. 

Melanie Gray, of Carers Trust Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, said: “The carers hub 
in Ely was developed in response to 
a need being identified for a place 
where family carers and the people 
they care for, could access a range of 
support and activities together. 

“The hub will offer opportunities 
for family carers and their friends and 
families to access a range of support 
and activities. These will include art, 
craft, singing and holistic therapies.” 

The hub will also act as an area for 
family carers to socialise and support 


each other. 

There are 78,000 carers in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterborough, some 
as young as five-years-old. Most car¬ 
ers go unrecognised and receive little 
or no support until a crisis point is 
reached. It is hoped the hub will tack¬ 
le this by providing a safe social space 


to combat the isolation they face. 

The project is also being supported 
by local charity POSabililty, the MS 
Society, Cambridgeshire Library Ser¬ 
vices and the Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough Foundation Trust De¬ 
mentia Carers support services. 

Ian Hitch, from Ely, who cares for 


his mother Janet, 82, who has memo¬ 
ry problems, welcomed the opportu¬ 
nity to have support in a group with 
other family carers. 

He said: “It is a good idea because 
it can be lonely caring on your own.”

I WAS pleased to read Lucy Frazer's 
column in your paper (23-03-1 7) 
about the extra money that would 
be coming to our local schools with 
the introduction of her government's 
new "fairer funding formula". 

I remember a spread in your paper 
last October with Lucy and our local 
councillors boasting about how their 
influence would bring new riches to 
our schools.

The Lantern will be 
losing £126,000 (four teachers), and 
both St Mary's, £48,000, and Spring 
Meadow, £46,000, will have their 
budgets cut. 

The governors of Ely St John's have 
recently written to parents to warn of 
a £70,000 shortfall in their budget. 

Where has all the promised extra 
cash gone? 

Our school children deserve better 
and perhaps we should all bear this 
in mind when we go to cast our 
votes in the elections in May.

We want our 
station back 

GREAT to see our local MP taking 
credit for improved rail services in 
Ely, but what about Soham? 

As I recall, when standing for 
parliament Lucy Frazer was very 
vocal in her commitment to the 
rebuilding of Soham railway station 
which was blown up during the 
Second World War. Since the 
election, the Soham station rebuild 
seems to have been conveniently 
forgotten in the plans for the 'boost' 
in the region's train network.

EEA doctors 
vital to NHS 

HAVING triggered Article 50, 
the Prime Minster must now do 
everything in her power to control 
the impact of Brexit on the NHS 
and protect patient care across the 
country by granting permanent 
residence to European Economic 
Area (EEA) nationals working in the 
UK. 

European doctors are vital to the 
NHS in the East of England, many 
have lived here for years and are 
not just NHS workers but valuable 
members of our communities. 

We should recognise the valuable 
contribution they make by protecting 
their right to remain and to work in 
the UK, rather than placing them and 
their families in a position where they 
are facing an uncertain future. 

Worryingly, a recent BMA survey 
found that four in ten EEA doctors 
working in the UK are considering 
leaving following Brexit. With the 
NHS at breaking point and facing 
crippling staff shortages in many 
areas, losing more doctors would 
seriously impact patient care. 

This decision not only impacts the 
numbers of doctors and health care 
staff in our NHS, we will also risk 
losing skilled researchers who are vital 
to the future of medical advancement 
in this country. 

To protect patient care, it is 
absolutely vital that the government 
grants EEA doctors working in the 
NHS permanent residence; the 
stability and future of our NHS 
depends upon it.

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Mayoral candidates clash over 
support for upgrade to A10

THE Conservative mayoral candi¬ 
date for Cambridgeshire and Pe¬ 
terborough clashed with rivals at 
a hustings last week over the up¬ 
grade to the A10. 

The leader of East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council, James Palmer, 
focused on environmental, climate 
change and sustainability issues af¬ 
fecting the region. 

He was joined at the hustings 
by Labour candidate Cambridge 
councillor Kevin Price, the Liberal 
Democrat candidate, Cambridge 
councillor Rod Cantrill, Independ¬ 
ent candidate Peter Dawe and the 
Green Party’s Jeremy Caddick who 
stood in for the candidate, Peter¬ 
borough parish councillor Julie 
Howell. 

During the debate at Anglia Rus- 
kin University, Cambridge, Cllr 
Palmer pledged his support for an 
upgrade to the A10, while the Lib¬ 
eral Democrat and Labour candi¬ 
dates stated their opposition to it. 

Cllr Palmer said: “I have been 
very clear from the start of my 
campaign and as the leader of East 


Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil that an upgrade to the A10 is 
an imperative. Lor too long Cam¬ 
bridgeshire residents have had to 
put up with this extremely congest¬ 
ed road. 

“There is no way that Cam¬ 
bridgeshire will achieve its true 
potential and get the business and 
housing growth it needs without an 
upgrade of the A10. If I am elected 


as mayor, securing an upgrade will 
be an unyielding priority for me.” 

Meanwhile, Cllr Price put for¬ 
ward how he would improve the 
local environment by ‘radically 
improving’ bus services across the 
region and tightening up vehicle 
emission requirements. 

Cllr Cantrill argued he would 
deliver sustainable transport solu¬ 
tions focused on rail, bus and cy¬ 


cling, embracing new technology, 
such as electric vehicles. 

Mr Caddick said road pollution 
was causing 250 more people to 
die across the region and a pub¬ 
lic transport levy should subsidise 
public transport. 

Mr Dawe restated his ambition to 
introduce “velo-cycles”, single-per¬ 
son electric vehicles which he said 
would use one-tenth of the power 


of a traditional car. 

Ely South Conservative coun¬ 
cillor, Tom Hunt, said later: “It re¬ 
ally beggars belief that the Lib 
Dem and Labour candidates have 
stated their opposition to the A10 
upgrade. I can’t imagine it will go 
down very well with Ely residents, 
many of whom spend over two 
hours a day on the overly congest¬ 
ed road commuting to work.”

Deadly ‘hippy crack’ found 
dumped in lay-by off A10

DEADLY ‘hippy crack’ canis¬ 
ters have been dumped in a 
lay-by off the A10. 

The psychoactive sub¬ 
stances are being abused on 
a regular basis at the rubbish- 
strewn lay-by near Stretham. 

Motorists parking there 
have discovered bottles of 
urine, beer cans and fast- 
food wrappers - and dozens 
of nitrous oxide canisters, or 
‘laughing gas’. 

Previously known as a ‘legal 
high’ or ‘hippy crack’, the sub¬ 
stance causes people to feel 
relaxed, happy, and mildly 
euphoric, but can be deadly 

The gas is usually released 
into a balloon from which 
people inhale. Taking the 
depressant drug leads to us¬ 
ers feeling light-headed and 
suffering from headaches 
and can even prove fatal as it 
starves the brain of oxygen. 

A driver, who did not

wish to be named, said: “I’d 
stopped in a lay-by on the 
A10 near Stretham last week 
and discovered that along 
with the usual rubbish often 
dumped in these places - fast 
food wrappers and bottles of 
urine. 

“There was also a great deal 
of empty beer cans and a lot 


of those little laughing gas 
canisters. 

“Given that this lay-by is 
fairly well in the middle of 
nowhere, I can only guess 
that they were dropped off by 
people in either cars or lor¬ 
ries. 

“Lorry drivers do use the 
lay-by often - you can see 


by the tracks on the verges - 
and the urine bottles usually 
would come from them . . . 
how nice.” 

A police spokesman said: 
“The Psycho active Substanc¬ 
es Act, which came into ef¬ 
fect in May last year, means 
it is now illegal to supply or 
import nitrous oxide for hu¬ 


man consumption. It’s not 
currently illegal to inhale it.” 

Operations director for 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council Jo Brooks said: “As 
soon as we were made aware 
we arranged for Veolia to 
clear it. We rely on eagle-eyed 
members of the public to in¬ 
form us of incidents like this.” 


Horses in 
accident

Patsy had to be nursed 
back to life by vets. 

A Witcham Equestrian 
Centre spokeswoman said: 
“On March 15 the vet came 
out to Patsy and is very 
pleased with her progress. 
She has had her stitches 
taken out, but there is still 
quite a hole that needs to 
heal." 

On March 23, she 
added: “More good news 
about Patsy - she has been 
seen by the vet and trotted 
up sound. 

"She can now start 
to have rehabilitation 
physiotherapy. Thank you 
all for your continued 
interest and good wishes."

Police chiefs tech plan 
as £8m shortfall looms

THE police commissioner for Cambridgeshire 
has set out his crime-fighting and cash-saving 
plans, revealing that there’s just one officer on 
duty for every 1,800 people. 

Jason Ablewhite has vowed to use new tech¬ 
nology and collaboration with other emergency 
services to keep the thin blue line strong. 

He launched his new Police and Crime Plan, 
outlining his priorities for the Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary over the next four years and pledg¬ 
ing to find ways to save cash to plug a funding 

gap. 

He unveiled the plan amid fears that the 
force’s budget deficit could reach £8 million by 
2021 unless costs are cut. 

Mr Ablewhite says officer numbers have fallen 
8 per cent since 2010 compared to the national 
average of 12 per cent. 

He told the News : “I think we’re coping with 
what we’ve got but we could always have more.” 

“It is a safe county, one of the safest in the 
country. In Cambridgeshire we’ve got our safe 
areas and our more challenging areas in the in¬ 
ner cities.” 

Mr Ablewhite said he wants to increase col¬ 
laboration with other forces and is keen for the 
three emergency services to share buildings. 

He also told the News he wants to use new 


technology to fight crime, enabling officers to 
concentrate on catching criminals. 

He added: “Our police website, which I’ve de¬ 
scribed as archaic, is not easily manageable and 
I am looking at developing a new system with 
Herts and Beds police which will allow people to 
report low-level crime online.” 

The commissioner’s plan is centred around 
four key themes of victims, offenders, commu¬ 
nities and transformation. 

Mr Ablewhite said: “Cambridgeshire is one of 
the fastest-growing counties in the country, both 


in terms of its economy and its population. 

“The nature of crime and the growing threat of 
terrorism already requires our police force to be 
flexible and forward-thinking. 

“Which all means we need to have a force ca¬ 
pable of responding to increased demand, in a 
time where savings still need to be made.” 

Chief Constable Alec Wood added: “Our 
focus remains on keeping the most vulnerable 
people in our communities safe from harm, at¬ 
tacking criminality and providing the people of 
Cambridgeshire with the best service possible.”

Creative haven: 
Schist Villages in 
the Serra da Lousa 
in central Portugal

T HE breathtaking Palacio da 
Lousa has not always been a 
boutique hotel, but it has a 
long history of dealing with 
unexpected guests. 

Back in March 1811, the Marechal 
Messena, commander of the 
Napoleonic troops, was looking 
forward to a fine dinner at the 
manor in Lousa. 

But he suffered a sudden loss of 
appetite after hearing of the Lrench 
army's defeat by the combined 
English and Portuguese forces at the 
Battle of Loz de Arouce. 

Lorget the food. He promptly fled. 
The Duke of Wellington, the 
winner in the fight, rode into Lousa 
and sat down to enjoy his van¬ 
quished foe's meal. 

It is a tale that's still fondly 
recounted at the Palacio. It doesn't 
take an army to secure a reservation 
in its dining hall nowadays, a phone 
call will generally do. 

While there, it is worth tearing 
your eyes away from the food, 
though, to enjoy the splendour of 
the surroundings of the 18th century 
building, the former home of the 
Viscondessa do Espinhal, a famous 
benefactress of the town. 

In the evening, when the mercury 
has been hitting 30°C, the lure of the 
terrace outside, with its views of the 
hotel’s terraced gardens and the 
mountains beyond, is hard to resist, 


especially with a glass of one of the 
many fine, locally produced wines 
in hand. 

It is in those mountains that 
tourists can find a very different type 
of accommodation. Lousa serves as 
gateway to the 26 Schist Villages. 
These micro-communities date back 
to the 16th century and are named 
after the stone the houses and 
pathways are built from. 

They cluster in the Serra above 
Lousa and were originally homes for 
the poorer people of the region, who 
relied on the natural grazing there 
for their livestock. 

It was a hard life, isolated and 
lacking in amenities. By the middle 
of the last century, the younger 
generations were abandoning the 
villages in favour of the modern 
comforts and better job prospects 
elsewhere. 

Ironically, it was isolation that 
brought people back to the Schist 
Villages in the 1960s, as hippies 
looked for somewhere they could 
drop off the map. Since the late 
1980s and early 1990s, there has 
been a concerted effort to bring life 
back to these ghost villages, to 
repair the crumbling homes using 
traditional techniques, and to 
rehabilitate the communities. 

They have become a network 
where tourists seeking an alterna¬ 
tive to swimming pools and sun

loungers can come and stay, cosying 
into the rebuilt houses, now fully 
supplied with electricity and 
internet connections. 

Surrounded by nature, the villages 
offer countless opportunities for 
hiking, mountain biking or trail 
running through the Serra, rafting or 
canoeing on the rivers, even 
paragliding from the highest peaks. 

In the villages large enough to 
support a store, local crafts and 
produce are sold, including dark 
honey and Talasnicos, a type of cake 
peculiar to the region made from 
chestnuts, almonds and honey. 

The international artistic commu¬ 
nity discovered the appeal of the 
Schists far earlier than adventurous 
holidaymakers. Kerstin Thomas, a 
German student attending the 
University of Coimbra in Central 
Portugal, came to the village of 
Cerdeira back in 1988. A wood 
carver, she was looking for some¬ 
where to practise her art, but also 
wanted to save the buildings she 
found before they crumbled. 

Only intending to stay for a short 
while, she has instead spent a 
lifetime at Cerdeira. Lor the past 11 
years she has run the Elementos A 
Solta (Art Meets Nature) - a four-day 
programme of courses, workshops 
and demonstrations that takes over 
the whole village, and attracts 
around 1,000 visitors.

Brexit deal must 
avoid ferry port 
chaos - says RHA 

AS THE Prime Minister triggers 
Article 50, Richard Burnett, chief 
executive of the Road Haulage 
Association, has made a plea for 
the needs of the trucking industry 
to be centre stage in Brexit 
negotiations. 

"The trucking industry is the 
lifeblood of the UK economy. 

We literally deliver our economy, 
with 85 per cent of everything 
we eat, drink, wear or build with 
travelling by truck. 

"For the good of the UK 
economy the Government 
must achieve a Brexit outcome 
that guarantees frictionless 
movements through ports 
and across borders, a level 
playing field for UK truckers to 
compete with those based on 
the continent, and a continuing 
ability to recruit foreign drivers. 

"Our ferry ports, and the 
border in Ireland, need to have 
arrangements that allow trucks 
to move freely away from border 
areas. Simply using current 
customs practices and applying 
them to UK/EU traffic risks delays 
of biblical proportions which 
would strangle growth and hurt 
the entire economy. We risk 
the chaos of Operation Stack 
becoming the norm and being 
replicated on the approach to 
every ferry port in Britain." 

The RHA has three priorities 
that need to become the 
Government's priorities during 
negotiations: 

• Seamless customs through 
ports and borders (so that supply 
chains have a high level of 
reliability). 

• Unimpeded access for 
international road haulage 
operators in the UK and the EU 
(that is full access for UK and 
EU road operators transporting 
goods to, from and through the 
UK and the EU). 

• A system that allows lorry 
drivers to be recruited from 
outside the UK (including 
retaining current drivers from the 
EU, estimated at 60,000).
